After greetings were ex 
changed the archbishop entered a carriage 
and a prooeesion was formed headed by the 
band and proceeded to the K. C. Church 
where an address of welcome was read on 
behalf of Napanee and Deseronto congre¬ 
gations by Mr. M. J. Butler, Mayor Pruyn 
also delivered a short address of welcome 
on behalf of the citizens.

Many families of moderate means 
lived in the,large tenements and small 
wooden bindings along Biidge street, 
and ihe^ene on the water front was 
a pathetic one, As the fire worked its 
way down each side of the stieet, men, 
women, and children hurried out of 
the houses like hens from their nests, 
each bearing armsful of household ef¬ 
fects.

There comes 
the melancholy confirmation to-day in 
the news that Dr. Pagensteoker. the 
eminent German oculist, will en¬ 
deavor by an operation this week to 
restore the sight of one eye, which 
has been sightless for a long time. The 
infirmity, which is a partial organic 
fault of the sight, in addition to a 
cataract, has made the slow progress 
usual in such cases, but for a long 
time now the Queen has been practic¬ 
ally deprived of her eyesight. She 
has been loath to submit to an opera¬ 
tion. and it was only decided on after 
a long family consultation.

Take for 
instance the railway car works; several 
attempts have been made to score 
against the Government for purchasing 
sleepers and parlor cars for the Inter¬ 
colonial Railway from American 
firms and the changes have been 
industriously rung upon the cry of, 
‘^Canada for Canadians.” But from 
the facts given by the Minister of 
Railways in the House this week it 
was Hobson’s choice with the Depart¬ 
ment. Every effort was made to find 
Canadian factories that could turn out 
the work, but in every case the firms 
communicated with declined to tender 
because they were so loaded down w’ith 
orders that it was impossible to handle 
more. The Department needed these 
cars for the opening of the spring 
tourist season, and therefore had no 
alternative than to place the orders 
with the Wagner Palac^ Company 
whoso tenders, were the lowest of the 
United States firms.

Britishfinancers are generally credit¬ 
ed with a reasonably clear insight 
into current events and fairly sound 
Judginent.

Mat¬ 
thew, Mark and Luka tell us that Sim¬ 
on the Cyrenbin was compelled to bear 
the cross part of the way. That it was 
an African wno thus relieved s little 
the burden* of our Lord, becomes, in 
thel light of modern history, beautiful¬ 
ly suggestive. Under the Roman em¬ 
pire neither race nor color eniered at 
all into' the question of slavery, and 
we are pot to suppose that SLmou was 
chosen as belonging to an inferior 
grade of eocLety ; he simply happened 
to be the fiist man on whom the sol- 
dierb laid their bands; any passing 
Jew or Gentile would have done as 
well. . Jesus, weak with sufferings 
prulooged through the night, was 
probably faioting under the load of the 
cross, otheifwiae he would not have 
been relieved.

Her sur¬ 
name cem-'s from Magdala, a town on ' 
the shore of the Sea of Galilee. The 
only recorded incident of her early life 
i.‘< that out of her Jesus had cast seven 
devils. 

Lti, 27. Jesus therefore saw his moth¬ 
er. Physical anguish could not keep, 
hi.s hungering heart and eager mind 
and observant eyes from recognizing 
his heart’s love. The disciple . 
whom he loved. John, who, it would 
seem, was her nephew. Woman, be¬ 
hold thy son I Tho phrast* ‘ woman” 
was a highly resiiectful motle of ad- 
(iress. Its literal translation into Kng- 
Ush cannot reproduce its effect. The 
exclamation Behold occurs four times 
in this chaiuer—“Behold the man,” ■

son 1” and “Behold thy mother!”—and 
a sermon might be preached on these !

HINTS ON ROOTING SLIPS. 

In the saucer system of rooting cut¬ 
tings, the vessels are filled with sand 
simply. The cuttings should be 
small, and several cfin be put in one 
saucer. The sand must bo kept so 
wet that it is like mud, and the saucer 
must be placed where it will get plenty 
of sun. Never shade from the sun, 
but protect from the wind, 
all that is necessary to insure success¬ 
ful rooting with good slips. When 
poui'ing water on, care must be taken 
to do it very gently, so as not to throw 
down or even unsettle the slips. 

The professional makes great use of 
tiny pots, two inches in diameter at 
the top and two inches deep. Hooted 
slips do far better in small than in 
large pots, where they are apt to be¬ 
come waterlogged. They should be 
potted in fine sandy soil and kept 
shaded for two or three days until the 
roots have time to strike into the soil. 
In from four to eight weeks, according

^ In the town of fichramberg, in the 
Black Foreet diatriot of Wurtemberg, 
Germany, where one of the chief in- 
duatriea la clock making, there haa rer 
centl/.been eetablisbed aus'interesting 
museum of timepieces. The colleftion 
displays the gradual development in 
the making of clocks for many cen- j 
furies I 

Among the curiosities are many of' 
great historical value. There is an 
alarm clock constructed in the year 
1680 for the use of travelers. In form 
it resemble^ a lantern and the interior 
is designed to hold a lighted candle. 
The candle is slowly pushed forward 
by a spring, which also controls the 
mechanism of the clock, A little pair 
of shears clip the wick of the candle 
automatically every minute to regu¬ 
late its light. The lantern is enclosed 
with movable elides, so that the sleep¬ 
er is not at first disturbed by the pres¬ 
ence of light. 

The alarm is set by inserting a'peg 
in th(' second dial plate. When the re¬ 
quired hour arrives the alarm is 
sounded, and at the same time the 
movable slides fall, flooding the room 
with light. 

Among the curiosities is n Japanese 
saw clock. The cl(<ck itself produces 
the motive power by descending a saw- 
formed strip of metal, the teeth of 
which ojjerate the wheel of the clock- 
woVk In another Jap:in»'se clock the 
1 hand is attached to a weight, which 
i sir^ks once in twenty-four hours.
